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WRITINGS ADVANCED. 


The Manufacturers Agree on a Uniform 
Increase on All Grades. 


As a Result of Meeting at Springfield, Mass., at Which All the 
Mills Were Represented, Quotations Were Raised From a 
Half to a Cent and a Half. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Hotyoxe, Mass., January 21, 1907.—The general advance in the 
prices of some grades of paper, which has for some time been 
forecasted by your correspondent in these columns, has taken 
definite form, and on Saturday of last week the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company issued a circular letter withdrawing all quo- 
tations. The Parsons Paper Company also issued a statement 
to the trade in which the conditions existing at the present time 
were set forth and the position of the company stated. The letter 
sent out by the former company is as follows: 


Hotyoxe, Mass., January 19, 1907. 

Owing to the continued advances in rags and all other materials 
which enter into the cost of making paper, it is necessary for 
us to revise our prices. We have absorbed all the extra costs 
for several years, and it has got to a point where we cannot con- 
tinue to do so. 

With this end in view we hereby withdraw all prices and quo- 
“tations, and new prices for regular business will be sent you in a 
few days; and prices for new business will be given you promptly 
upon application. Yours truly, 


AMERICAN WRITING Paper COMPANY. 

This company is now busy preparing a new price list, which 
will be simply a revision of the price lists that have been in force 
previously. It is noted that the company will issue quotations 
to all desiring to place orders before the new price lists go into 
effect, and it is understood that the new quotations will be based 
upon or very near to the general increase in price that is to be 
charged for the various grades in the future. 

It should be understood that the general increase in prices will 
be made by nearly, if not all, of the mills in the country running 
on the particular lines and grades for which the strengthening 
if prices is intended. 

Manufacturers are extremely diffident at this time in discus- 
sing the subject, but as near as can be learned the advarice is 
to include all papers coming within the class of fine writings, 
nd the mills which have been getting a good fair price for their 
papers in the past will get the benefit of the increase as much as 
he mills that have been compelled to sell for a lesser price. 
‘nofficially it is guessed that the limit of range for the increase 
n prices will be about twenty cents a pound for paper sell- 
ig for possibly twenty-five cents as a maximum and eight or 
erhaps five cents per pound as a minimum, and all grades of 

iper coming between the maximum and minimum prices as here 


given will be raised in price on the average of about 10 per cent. 
It is absolutely impossible to obtain from the manufacturers in 
general a statement of the prices to be, and your correspondent 
is informed “that the matter is a good deal up in the air as yet 
and a definite statement cannot be made.” 

One of the largest manufacturers in Holyoke aside from the 
\merican Writing, which has stated its position in the circular 
letter issued, and the Whiting Paper Company, which has not 
up to the present time withdrawn quotations, stated that in a 
general letter or document received by him it was proposed to 
make a general increase in prices, but as he had been very busy 
on other matters he had not taken the trouble to investigate 
the matter further than to ascertain the fact that his mill was 
at the present time getting as much money for its goods as was pro- 
posed in the new schedule. Your correspondent was unable to 
obtain a copy of the schedule or the source from whence it came. 

A statement was made this evening that the Whiting Paper 
Company would benefit by the general advance and that the mills 
of the Collins Manufacturing Company at North Wilbraham would 
also be gainers, although the mills have been getting business 
that any other mill would have liked. This company has not 
withdrawn quotations up to the present time, but business from 
now on will be handled as new business, except of course con- 
tracts. It is generally conceded that the company has been able 
to sell its product for as good prices as any mill, and jobbers 
have been known to offer higher prices than were ruling else- 
where. 

Contracts now pending with the Valley Paper Company will 
be handled on the same basis as heretofore until they expire. 
Business which comes to the mill in the future will have the 
consideration of the managers, but it is understood that prices 
will be increased in unison with the other manufacturers. This 
company has been fortunate in many respects in finding a good 
market for its product at top prices. 

It was stated by a prominent manufacturer this evening that 
the higher grades of paper as made by the L. L. Brown Paper 
Company, the Byron Weston Company, the Cranes at Dalton and 
Westfield, and the fine ledgers and bond papers as made in Hol- 
yoke by the Whiting Paper Company and the Parsons Paper 
Company, would not benefit in the general increase. Another mill 
man said that the grades that would profit by the advance would 
be the medium and lower priced bonds and ledgers and the fine 
writings. To the general public the term “fine writings” has 
an elastic meaning, and whether the manufacturers in figuring 
the increase will apply any elasticity to that grade cannot be ascer- 
tained in this city tonight. 

In discussing the matter this afternoon another mill man 
making the lower grades of paper stated that he hoped this mill 
would come in. He had been invited, but he thought that the 
paper selling for from 20 to 25 cents per pound needed an in- 
crease as much as that selling for 8 or 10. The general desire, 
except from the larger mills, was to “please keep the matter 
quiet.” 

The Chemical Paper Company, it is understood, have with-

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NORTHWESTERN NEWS COMBINE GOSSIP. 


While There Is Little Talk Concerning the Proposed Consolida- 
tion, Still It Is Admitted That the Experience of the Mill 
Owners Predisposes Them to the Plan. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., January 21, 1907.—There is no talk here gener- 
ally concerning the proposed effort to organize the print mills, of 
which mention has been made in this paper, and whatever is learned 
about it has to be dug up industriously. There is but one mill left 
on the Fox River that is making regular No. 2 print, and that is 
the mill of the Combined Locks Paper Company. The Patten 
Paper Company, of Appleton, and the Outagamie Paper Com- 
pany, of Kaukauna, which are practically under the same man- 
agement, make print paper, but it is of a higher grade and is 
supposed to bring an extra price. There used to be plenty of 
print mills on the river, but the march of events has made it 
necessary for most of them to go onto other grades. There are, 
however, plenty of print mills along the Wisconsin River and 
along other northern rivers of this State, as well as several in 
Minnesota, at Little Falls, Cloquet, Grand Rapids and St. Cloud. 
It is worthy of notice in this connection that all these mills are 
modern plants, most of which have not been built many years, and 
all of which have been maintained at the highest point of excel- 
lence and efficiency. They are equipped with wide machines and 
are located on reliable water powers. There is no doubt that this 
fact would make considerably for the simplification of the labor 
of organizing them into a single ownership, as proposed, as they 
are so nearly upon an equal footing, and comparatively few allow- 
ances ought in justice to need to be made aside from the funda- 
mental consideration of tonnage capacity. 

There is no gainsaying the fact that the experience of the print 
mills under the semi-ownership combination of the General Paper 
Company was such as to prejudice them in favor of the principle of 
co-operation. Not because prices were put upon an unfair level, 
for they were not at any time, but because of other matters with 
which the trade is familiar and which do not need to be here 
rehearsed. The experience of the mills was such as to convince 
their owners that, taken over a term of years, say for five or ten, 
containing both lean and fat years, the principle of co-operation 
would be of advantage to all concerned. ; 

After a short experience, since the dissolution of the General 
Paper Company, of being again thrown upon their own resources, 
even though the present period seems to be comparatively a pros- 
perous one, it is probable that the views of the individual mills, as 
stated above, would not be materially altered. The present pros- 
perity may not last long. It may last a year, and perhaps longer, 
but how long no one can tell, and in the sequence of events it 
will be followed by a lean period. 

Such considerations as these make it appear that it would be 
not at all surprising if the present effort should eventually suc- 
ceed. None of the print manufacturers deny that they have been 
approached on the subject, but all assert they have as yet not com- 
mitted themselves, and that they have as yet not consulted with 
one another concerning what action to take. Fox River.

Unusual Weather Conditions in Wisconsin. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., January 21, 1907.—The winter thus far in this 
part of the country has been a most unusual one. Last week 
closed with a heavy rain, which carried off the little snow and 
ice that was on the ground. During the entire month there has 
scarcely been a single sunny day, the weather being cloudy and 
damp with rain and soft snow occasionally. While there are no 
flood conditions to be apprehended such as are now damaging other 


‘parts of the country, still the water everywhere is at record height. 


Usually the water in Lake Winnebago is drawn down during the 
winter to a level considerably below the crest of the Menasha dam 
in order to provide a basin for the reception of the spring freshet, 
but this winter the water is as high already as it usually is at the 
time of the freshet, and it is evident that sluicing will have to be 
commenced by the middle of February to prevent the spring freshet 
from drowning out Oshkosh and Fond du Lac. Fox RIver. 


To Make Box Boards at Sewall Island Mill.

Watertown, N. Y., January 22, 1907.—The incorporation last 
week of the Sewall Island Box Board Company, of this city, with 
a capital of $150,000, means a change in the line of goods manufac- 
tured in the Sewall Island Paper Mills, formerly the Watertown 
Paper Company’s plant. The mill, which was bought some months 
ago at a receiver's sale, was run on wall papers until shut down the 
first of the month for extensive repairs and additions. The old 90 
inch machine is now being rebuilt and a new machine of the same 
size will be added. The capacity of the mill will be more than 
doubled when operations are again resumed early in April, and the 
manufacture of box boards will be the principal part of the busi- 
ness. The Sewall Island Box Board Company begins business 
with $100,000. Its directors are Fred S. Boothroyd and Fred Cole, 
of this city, and N. P. Moses, of Syracuse, all of whom have been 
identified with the Sewall Island Paper Mills the past year. B.

The Annual Meeting and Dinner, Held Last Thursday, a Suc- 
cess, Despite Unfavorable Weather Conditions—Ofhcers 
Elected—Speeches by Messrs. Ebbets and Ridgway.

A vote of thanks was tendered William B. Livermore, the retiring 
secretary. 

William E. Ebbets, president of The Paper Association of New 
York City, spoke on the association’s work in that city, and was 
followed by William C. Ridgway, whose remarks referred to the 
work of the National Paper Trade Association in connection with 
its meeting, the recent changes in trade methods and prices estab- 
lished by the manufacturers. The remarks of both gentlemen re- 
eived close attention and were frequently applauded. 

John E. Linde, president of the National Paper Trade Association, 
was unable to be present, greatly to the regret of all. 

These gentlemen were followed by Mr. Pulsifer, of ‘the Pulsifer 
Paper Company, who described the conditions existing in territory 
adjacent to Haverhill, and discussed competition from Boston and 
other places, presenting his case very clearly and forcibly.

St Louis, Mo., January 22, 1907—The twenty-second semi- 
annual convention of the Western Paper Box Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation was held in this city on Thursday of last week and elected 
twelve new members, including F. B. Hazen, of Holyoke, Mass. 
The convention adopted resolutions the exact nature of which the 
secretary, Harry Maham, of Indianapolis, refuses to communicate 
to the press, but which are understood to express the indignation 
felt by the members toward the straw board trust. The mem- 
bers say that the trust, since its birth, has raised the price of straw 
board from $24 to $32 per ton. The association banquet took 
place tonight at the Southern Hotel, the scene of the convention. 


Waterbury Felt Company Incorporated.

SKANEATELES, N. Y., January 22, 1907.—The felt company, of 
which announcement was made last week as possible, has ma- 
terialized, and papers of incorporation have been taken out. The 
company will be known as the Waterbury Felt Company and has 
a capital stock of $100,000, of which $20,000 is paid in with which 
to start operations. The incorporators and directors for the first 
year are composed of the following gentlemen: H. T. Waterbury, 
of Oriskany, N. Y.; George L. Bradford, of Utica, N. Y.; D. A. 
Waterbury, of Oriskany, N. Y.; Walter McMullin, of Baldwins- 
ville, N. Y., and James E. Ratchford, of Syracuse. This follows 
out the information given in last week’s JourNAL. Each of the 
gentlemen takes fifty shares of the stock at a par value of $100 
per share. The principal office of the company will be in this 
village when it has taken over the mill property. Machinery has 
been ordered or will be ordered this week to equip the mill for 
the manufacture of paper mill felts and woolen and cotton textile 
fabrics. 

It is learned that the machinery formerly operated and used by 
the Mohawk Valley Woolen Company at its plant in Frankfort, 
near Utica, has been purchased by the Waterbury Company, and 
will be installed in the Morton mill here and that the plant will 
be ready for operation within sixty days. It is said that between 
125 and 150 men will be employed in the mill. W. E. T. 


Site for Mill of Mutual Box Board Company Selected.

One building which will contain the 
machines will be 300 feet long. The plant will take between four 
and five months to complete, and it will then have a capacity of 
30 tons of box board a day. Another building of large dimensions 
will be erected later for the manufacture of the boxes, which will 
find a market among the different knitting concerns in this city 
and vicinity.

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MILLS BUSY, DEALERS LESS SO. 


While There Is a Good Volume of Business Being Done the In- 
flux of New Orders Is Not as Heavy as It Was in 
December—Prices Are Firm. 


While the demand this week was reported of comfortable pro- 
portions the manufacturers and dealers say that the market con- 
tinues rather quiet, especially on new business. The revival, it is 
stated, is apt to appear at any time, and the demand will then 
take an upward movement. The trade looks for the opening of 
the spring business about February 1, and with it a very active de- 
mand for all grades of paper. The manufacturers seem to be the 
least concerned about the condition of the market at present, as 
all the mills have a large amount of business on hand, sufficient 
to keep them busy for a number of weeks yet. Famine condi- 
tions are approaching in the West because of the great scarcity of 
pulp wood. The water situation is much better, and the raw 
material scarcity has been relieved a little. The jobbers are qt a 
disadvantage because their supplies from the mills are arriving 
irregularly. Last week’s snowstorm hampered shipping at many 
points. The opening of proposals by the Federal Government for 
its various supplies of all kinds of paper for the next four years 
was the most interesting topic discussed in the trade this week. 
The paper men are preparing to submit their bids in accordance 
with the Government specifications, which were received by the 
majority of those who are interested during the week. Present 
quotations are firm on all grades of paper, and this week’s sales 
were distributed among all the standard grades in about equal 
proportions. 


Demand at Boston Good, But Not of Extra Large Volume.

Trade conditions in this market have undergone very little 


change since last week’s review. Dealers handling writing papers 
have been notified by manufacturers that all mill quotations were 
withdrawn, which notice gives evidence of a proposed advance. 
From one mill in Springfield, Mass.. the city trade has been ad- 
vised that all writings heretofore quoted at 10 cents or less per 
pound will cost one-half cent a pound more, while 1 cent a pound 
advance is made on higher grade papers. Local jobbers are in- 
clined to think that this advance in writing papers is the result 
of concerted action among the manufacturers, and in consequence 
will be general. The advance heretofore made in book and manilas 
are being firmly held on all new business, so far as can be in- 
ferred from the statements of manufacturers and dealers. The 
consumptive distribution of paper just at present is not of extra 
large volume, but trade is fairly good, nevertheless, made up, as it 
is, of numerous small orders to meet immediate wants. Local 
printers are all busy and they are constantly calling for supplies 
of book and fine papers. The local demand for store wrappings 
is good, because all the retail branches of trade are doing a big 
business on “markdowns.” And while the quick demands of the 
day are being filled the needs of the near future are beginning to 
show themselves, so that the prospects are quite encouraging.

Excellent Trade Conditions in Philadelphia. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, January 21, 1907.—Excellent conditions prevail 
all through the paper market; everyone is rushed with orders, the 
mills are booked for months in advance, and there is no grumbling 
over the advances in prices which are being asked. A local book 
manufacturer said today: “It is a remarkable commentary on mar- 
ket conditions that I have not had one consumer complain when 
I told him that quotations were advancing and that he would have 
to pay more for his goods. A few were indeed candid enough to 
say that they had for weeks expected to pay more, and that they 
did not believe that advanced prices were other than moderate. In 
view of the scarcity of materials and the pending labor questions, I 
believe the trade is warranted in still further advances, and | 
believe that they could be secured without difficulty by united effort. 
We have been too fearful of losing a few orders if we advance 
prices. I believe the lesson of the hour is fairer profits for paper 
men than they have been securing for years past. It is high time 
that the demoralization which has existed should end. No better 
time for that ever can come than just now.” 

For all classes of goods there is a strong demand, and yet a 
healthy one, for there is in the market no evidence of overbuying 
to take advantage of the rising market. Even in the building 
paper trade pgices are beginning to get firm and a prosperous 
season ahead is counted on by all. E. R. G. 


Better Weather Improves Miami Valley Trade. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, January 22, 1907.—Changed weather conditions 
have slightly improved general trade in this section of the country, 
though it is admitted that colder weather would stimulate trade 
thoroughly. 

For more than a week there has been an almost constant down- 
pour in some sections of the valley, and, of course, this condition 
extended to neighboring States, resulting in serious floods, which 
are a positive menace to business. Already there has been some- 
what of a tie-up in local freight yards, though there is no great 
danger from the high water here. 

In Cincinnati a general suspension of factories was feared, even 
those manufacturers not in the flooded district believing they 
would have to close owing to their inability to obtain freight cars 

The year has had an auspicious start, and the demand for 
nearly all grades of good papers has been keen. There was a 
slight decrease in the volume of trade, and the receipt of new 
orders for a time after the first of the year, but business was re- 
ported booming, even in the face of that condition. This was 
substantially because trade had been running along smoothly, and 
prices had been so well maintained that tradesmen felt they were

Looking for Further Advances in Fox Valley.

\ppLeton, Wis., January 21, 1907.—The mills being booked so 
far ahead that there is no further interest in the matter of orders, 
the market question turns upon whether or not prices will advance 
again ere long. One manufacturer was quoted a couple of weeks 
ago in this correspondence as expressing belief that a very slight 
increase in the present demand would inevitably result in higher 
prices being asked. Another manufacturer with talked 
today goes even further. 

“T have been keeping track of things pretty well,” he said, “and 
my opinion is that the trade will stand for anything in the matter 
of prices. I do not say that prices should be advanced generally 
or that they should not, but I am convinced that if they were ad- 
vanced the movement would meet no opposition. Opinions differ 
as to whether or not prices are now at a fair level. My own belief 
is that they are rfot. But even if they should be at a fair level for 
present conditions there would be no surplus in them to make up 
for some of the losses of the lean years that have just past. These, 
as well as other considerations, make me think it would not be 
surprising if advances should come ere long.”

For 2 ton lots quotations are: Gray 
brown, $2.75 per 100; red brown, $3.10; No. 2 manila, $3.50; fibre, 
$3.75. Roll news is being sold on contract for $2, but small lots 
run up as high as $2.10 or $2.15. Tissue and toilet papers are 
reported firm, and book moderately active. The pulp situation 
does not seem to have materially changed, and the general im- 
pression is that pulp will not be materially cheaper until the high 
water of next spring sets all the grinders running again. L.

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FRISCO DEALERS RETURNING. 


Within the Next Few Months All the Wholesale Houses Will 
Move Back to San Francisco—The Paper Market Firm With 
an Upward Tendency—Extremely Bright Trade Prospects. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Saw Francisco, Ca., January 16, 1907.—Conditions in the paper 
trade have not changed greatly, although the rush of the holiday 
trade has passed. Prices have not materially advanced recently, 
although the market is firm, with an upward tendency. The 
freight situation has been a little worse, owing to the railroad 
strike in the Southwest and the general car shortage. Coast 
mills will be forced to keep prices stiff, owing to the increased 
cost of labor and of nearly all materials. The prospects for all 
branches of the paper trade in San Francisco for the new year 
are extremely bright. The volume of business has been in- 
creasing at a rapid rate since the fire. The printing offices have 
been gradually rehabilitated, until now they are doing about as 
much business as before the fire. The rebuilding of the city has 
proceeded at a rate that comes up to the expectations of the most 
sanguine optimists. While the structures erected during the first 
few months were of a temporary character, the era of substan- 
tial construction work has gotten under way and plans for large 
fireproof structures are being adopted every day. Hundreds of 
thousands of barrels of cement are going into concrete founda- 
tions and reinforced concrete superstructures. The record of 
building permits granted during 1906 showed that construction 
work costing in the aggregate $39,000,000 was undertaken. Sev- 
eral large wholesale paper warehouses are included in the list 
of new buildings. 

The Crown-Columbia Pulp and Paper Company and its allied 
concern, the Floriston Pulp and Paper Company, are still run- 
ning their plants at their full capacity, with double shifts to take 
care of the rush of orders. The latter company has a hard time 
to keep a sufficient supply of labor, owing to the isolated location 
of its plant in the mountains and the great demand for help else- 
where. The Coast demand for news paper is still very large, 
although the great volume of orders caused by extra demands 
for the printing of big Christmas and New Year’s annual editions 
by leading newspapers of the Pacific Slope has subsided. The 


Oakland Tribune, for instance, got out a ninety-eight page Christ- ~ 


mas number. These two mill companies turn out a large pro- 
portion of the wrapping and bag paper made on the Coast, but 
immense quantities of paper have also to be brought from the 
East to supply the growing demand. The Crown-Columbia Com- 
pany’s new bag mill at Camas, Wash., has a capacity of from 
1,500,000 to 2,000,000 bags a day and is unable to keep up with 
its California orders. The equipment is being increased by the 
installation of special machines for the manufacture of sugar 
bags with satchel bottoms and nail bags for the hardware trade. 
F. W. Leadbetter, who is a heavy stockholder in the Crown- 
Columbia Paper Company, and in the Pittock & Leadbetter 
Company, which recently acquired the Washington and Oregon 
Lumber Company's big sawmills at Vancouver, Wash., passed 
through San Francisco this week with his wife and children en 
route to Santa Barbara. In that almost ideal winter resort Mr. 
Leadbetter has acquired a fine residence property worth about 
$250,000. His family will spend the winter in their California 
winter residence, returning in the spring to their home in Port- 
land, Ore. 7 i 

W. P. Johnson, president and general manager of the Willa- 
mette Pulp and Paper Company, is visiting in Oregon City, Ore., 
where the company’s paper mills are running at their full capacity. 
The new 151 inch Fourdrinier paper machine room recently com- 
pleted at the eastern end of the big plant is turning out news 


at a great rate. The company has not given out any informa- 
tion as to when a second machine will be installed in the new 
addition. 

A. H. Dougall, Jr., secretary of the United Box Board and 
Paper Company, of New York, left this week for the East, after 
visiting a number of the leading wholesalers in San Francisco 
and along the Coast. He acquired while here a fund of informa- 
tion as to Pacific Coast conditions that will no doubt be appre- 
ciated by the trade before long. 

Blake, Moffitt & Towne are still making their headquarters in 
Oakland, owing to further delays in the completion of their new 
warehouse building at Fourth and Michigan streets, near the 
principal railroad freight sheds in San Francisco. Although the 
walls and roof are finished, it has been impossible to secure glass 
for the front of the building, and on account of the recent heavy 
rains it has been considered unsafe to place a stock of paper in 
the building, as was intended. So the recent arrivals, consisting 
of a number of carloads of paper, have been shipped to the Oak- 
land warehouse. It will not be long, however, until the company 
will move its offices to the new warehouse, which will be the 
San Francisco headquarters until an uptown store location can 
be secured. Just when that will be cannot be foretold, but the 
past history of the house would indicate that it will keep abreast 
of the times. Its trade is being handled as well as possible, 
considering the difficulty of securing the filling of orders in the 
East and cars for transportation to the Coast. 

J. H. McLafferty, manager of the Pacific Coast Paper Com- 
pany, who has returned from a business trip up the Coast, will 
probably move his main office from 1546 Broadway, Oakland, to 
San Francisco early in March. The rainy weather has delayed 
the construction of the company’s new five story steel and pressed 
brick building, 322x160 feet, at 547-549 Mission street, where 
everything will be under one roof and the best of facilities for 
storing and shipping paper will be provided. 

The California Paper and Board Mills is preparing to start up 
its new board machine at its mill at Antioch, Cal., as soon as it 
is installed. This will increase the capacity of the plant by about 
45 tons per day. Pasteboard for the use of paper box 
factories will be produced. The management reports a good de- 
mand for building papers also. The steel for the structure is 
on hand and rapid progress will be made with its completion. 
The temporary warehouse from which the company was filling 
orders in San,Francisco was demolished by the ruins of a five 
story building falling upon it during a storm. Good stocks of 
paper are carried, however, in railroad warehouses in both Oak- 
land and San Francisco, and many country orders are filled from 
the Eastern mills direct. The management is getting very tired 
of handling its business from the other side of the bay and will 
be much gratified when the San Francisco store is opened. 

A. Zellerbach & Sons now expect to move into their new build- 
ing at the corner of Battery and Jackson streets in San Fran- 
cisco in May next. The work has been considerably delayed, 
but the floor joists are in place for the second floor and the steel 
frame work will be rushed up rapidly. The brick work of the 
first story is completed, showing that the building will have a 
handsome exterior of cream pressed brick. Every convenience 
and modern device for facilitating the receiving, storing and ship- 
ment of paper will be provided in this the largest paper ware- 
house on the Pacific Coast. The floors are designed for a maxi- 
mum load of 850 pounds per square foot. This firm reports large 
stocks of goods on hand in its present Jackson street store and 
its numerous warehouses over the city, but freights are still too 
slow to give satisfaction and teaming in the city is very difficult. 
A lot of the company’s stock was burned in a railroad ware- 
house fire some weeks ago, but orders are still being filled with 
reasonable dispatch.

Union Bag to Build Big Electric Power House. 


Sanpoy Hint, N. Y., January 21, 1907.—The Union

aper Company will begin shortly the construction at this place

of a mammoth electrical power house, which will rival to some 
extent the present plant of the Hudson River Water Power Com- 
pany at Spier Falls. The power house will develop 12,000 horse 
power. The cost of the plant will be upward of $200,000. To sup- 
ply power for this new plant the company will construct a new 
concrete dam in place of the present wooden one, and this new 
dam will be some feet higher than the present one. 

The company by its acquisition January 1 of the plant of the 
Allen Brothers Company will secure the water frontage rights on 
both the Saratoga and Washington County sides of the Hudson 
for a considerable distance. This will permit them to raise the 
new dam several feet without affecting any land other than their 
own. The power house will be two stories high. The first ma- 
chinery to be installed will be to generate 1,000 horse power.. This 
will be added to until the 12,000 horse power is reached, and per- 
haps more, 

The Union Bag and Paper Company has been in the electrical 
business since the construction of a power house at Baker's Falls 
four years ago. This power house at first turned out 1,000 horse 
power. Now it is generating 3,500 horse power, while an auxiliary 
steam plant makes 1,500 horse power during the daytime. Of this 
the company uses 2,000 and sells the rest, operating the Hudson 
Valley cars and lighting the villages of Sandy Hill, Fort Edward 
and South Glens Falls.

The writ asking for an injunction restraining the directors of 
the United Box Board and Paper Company from transferring any 
of the assets of the company to the newly formed American Box 
Board Company, which was scheduled to be argued in the Chancery 
Court at Newark on Tuesday, was postponed until today (Thurs- 
day) upon motion of John W. Griggs, counsel for Sidney Mitchell, 
as chairman of the stockholders’ protective committee of the United 
Box Board Company. 


American Stockholders Want Another Dividend. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Cuicaco, Ill., January 21, 1907.—Coupled with the announcement 
of control of the annual meeting of the United Box Board and, 
Paper Company the Stockholders’ Protective Committee has made a 
demand upon the present Barber directorate for a second dividend 
of 2 per cent, upon American Straw Board Company stock. This 
demand was made upon the directors in a communication sent 
Saturday by Sidney Mitchell to them at their meeting in New 
York. At the same time the committee refused to turn over its 
proxies in accordance with the suggestions of the Barber element, 
so that the United can be taken into the American Box Board Com- 
pany on a guarantee of one-half per cent. interest for five years 
and 1% per cent. for the subsequent fifteen years. 

After stating that the Protective Committee has sent out circu- 
lars to all the United stockholders, asking subscriptions to the 
$957,000 general mortgage 6 per cent. bonds now held in the treas- 
ury at 80, the letter of Chairman Mitchell continues, as follows: 

“We have already received subscriptions to about $200,000 of the 
bonds, and feel satisfied that when the matter is brought before 
the attention of the stockholders the balance of the issue will be 
taken, and that the proceeds from same will practically pay off the 
entire floating indebtedness of the company. However, in case the 
stockholders do not subscribe to the entire issue of the bonds, we 
wish to assure the board of directors of the United Box Board 
and Paper Company that we are confident that such amount of the 
floating indebtedness as is not liquidated by the sale of bonds will 
be loaned to the company by the banks of Chicago. 

“The plan of leasing the property of the United Box Board and 
Paper Company, submitted to Sidney Mitchell by Mr. Fleming at 
the office of the United Box Board and Paper Company on Janu- 
ary 11, 1907, does not meet with our approval. We firmly believe 
that the best way to liquidate the company’s indebtedness is through 
the sale of the treasury bonds, and the stockholders in the meeting 
above mentioned unanimously voted in favor of this plan. 
Inasmuch as the earnings of the American Straw Board Company 
are large, we request that the American Straw 
Board Company pay a dividend of 2 per cent. at once in order 
that the United Box Board and Paper Company may in this way 
receive some $90,000, which could be used on account of the present 
indebedness.

A $35,000,000 Merger. 

Plans are under way for the merger of the United Pulp and 
Paper Company, of the State of Washington, and the Marsden 
Company, of Philadelphia, under the Consolidated Paper and 
Milling Company, which was incorporated in Maine last month 
with a capital of $10,000,000. The Consolidated Company has al- 
ready made arrangements to take over the stock of the United 
Company, and yesterday sent out a circular to Marsden stock- 
holders offering to exchange its securities for stock of the Marsden 
Company. The Columbia Trust Company is depository for the 
stock. 

The Marsden Company has a capital of $35,000,000. It*manu- 
factures a variety of products out of cornstalks, and has mills in 
Chicago, Peoria and Riverdale. A. G.. Winter, of Philadelphia is 
president. Its stock sells at $2 a share. According to the offer 
to its stockholders one share of Marsden stock, par $100, may be 
exchanged for three shares of Consolidated Paper and Milling 
stock, par $s. 

The latter company owns Natural Products Processes, which 
has patents on ways of converting straw into pulp. The circular 
says that with the use of these patents wheat growers can readily 
convert straw into pulp for shipment to the company’s mills for 
the manufacture of high grade writing paper. 


The Merger as Seen in Philadelphia.

Sr. Croup, Minn.—Eastern parties have secured an option on 
the Clearwater dam here, and it is expected that they will pur 
chase the property and erect a mill for the manufacture of tissue 
paper. The dam furnishes a good water power, but it has not been 
in use for some years. 

Vinton, Ia.—It is announced that a company has been organized 
at Vinton, Ia., with a capital of $100,000, for the manufacture of 
paper out of cornstalks. 


Employees of Great Northern Strike. 


Mapison, Me., January 22, 1907.—Sixty employees in the paper 
department of the Great Northern Paper Company’s plant in this 
town went out on a strike today, owing to a dispute regarding the 
employment of a man from the sulphite department. The pulp 
and sulphite departments are not affected by the strike, but the 
shutting down of the paper department will curtail the output.

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THE NIAGARA RIVER WATER DIVERSION. 


Secretary of War Taft Late Last Week Disposed of the Ques- 
tions Connected With the Use of Water of Niagara River for 
Generating Electric Power—To Preserve Niagara. 


Wasuincton, D. C., January 21, 1906.—Secretary of War Taft 
today disposed of the questions connected with the diversion of 
the waters of the Niagara River on the American side for the 
creation of electric power and the importation of power from 
Canada. Behind the decision of Mr. Taft lies the effort to pre- 
serve the grandeur of Niagara Falls, which led to the adoption 
by Congress last June of the Burton act, limiting the amount of 
water to be taken from the American side to a specific number of 
cubic feet per second, and restricting the amount of power to be 
imported from the Canadian side into the United States to 160,000 
horse power. By thus limiting the importation much will be done 
toward restraining too liberal use of the water on the Canadian 
side. a 

By direction of Secretary Taft, permits will be issued soon 
authorizing the importation of 160,000 horse power of electricity, 
the amount specified in the Burton act. This total is divided as 
follows: To the International Railway Company, 1.500 horse power ; 
to the Ontario Power Company, affiliated with the Niagara, Lock- 
port & Ontario Company, of New York, which transmits power to 
Lockport, from Lockport to Buffalo, and from Lockport, by way 
of Rochester, to Syracuse, 60,000 horse power; to the Canadian 
Niagara Falls Power Company, 52,500 horse power, and the Elec- 
trical Development Company, 46,000 horse power. 

The permit to the International Railway Company will be held 
in reserve until a decision is made by the Canadian Government 
in a controversy between the company and the commissioners of 
Queen Victoria Park, concerning the transmission of the power 
through the park. The International Railway Company asked for 
a permit for 8,000 horse power, the Ontario Power Company for 
90,000, the Canadian Niagara Power Company for 121,500 and the 
Electrical Development Company for 62,500. Thus it is shown 
that none of the companies got nearly as much as they desired. 

In the matter of diversion of water on the American side, Secre- 
tary Taft decided that the Niagara Falls Power Company be per- 
mitted to use 8,600 cubic feet per second, the Niagara Falls Hydrau- 
lic Power Company 5,600 cubic feet a second, and the Erie Canal 
400 cubic feet a second. 

In concluding a résumé of the various investigations which have 
been made of the questions and the intent of the Burton act, Sec- 
retary Taft have reached the conclusion that with the 
diversion of 15,000 cubic feet on the American side and the trans- 
mission of 160,000 horse power from the Canadian side the scenic 
grandeur of the falls will not be affected substantially or per- 
ceptibly to the eye.” The permits granted will be effective for 
three years. 

Another announcement in the decision is that Secretary Taft 
will appoint a committee, consisting of Charles F. McKim, the 
architect; Frederick L. Olmstead, Jr., of Boston, landscape gar- 
dener, and Frank D. Millett, the artist, to go to the Falls and 
gather material for a report looking toward harmonizing the com- 
mercial buildings there, particularly the power plants, with the 
natural beauties

Bill to Tax Export of Canadian Power, Etc. 


Orrawa. January 21° 1907.—The details of the bill providing for 
an export duty on electric power, petroleum and natural gas, which 
the Minister of Justice intends introducing in Parliament in a 
short time, have been made public. It is wider in its scope and 
more stringent in its terms than was at first intended. 

At one time it was to*be confined to power, but the complaints,

The act will be simple in its operation. All companies, either 
power, petroleum or natural gas, must have a license. They can- 
not commence operations either by laying wires or pipes without 
first obtaining a license. All companies will be subject to an ex 
port duty on whatever is exported, but the Minister of Justice can 
relieve any company from paying the tax. To obtain this relief 
it will be necessary on the part of the company to supply its 
Canadian customers with a specified quantity of either fluid at a 
reasonable price. If this is not done the license cannot be obtained. 
{f any conypany discontinues supplying its Canadian customers the 
license can be cancelled at will by the minister. 
that a company will export fluid without license there is a penalty 
not exceeding $5,000 and rot less than $1,000. There is a similar 
penalty provided against any company that will begin operations 
in laying wire or pipe without first securing a license. 

The Minister of Justice has the sole power of putting the ma- 
chinery of the act into operation by merely publishing in the Canada 
Gazette any decision that he has arrived at, and the Governor Gen- 
eral in Council can make such regulations from time to time as are 
deemed requisite for the successful carrying out of the law. The 
minister can not only impose a fine but he can confiscate and de- 
stroy the company’s property for contraventions of the act. 

Two of the existing companies on the Canadian side at Niagara 
Falls make no pretense to supply Canadian consumers. If they 
do not do so the act will put them out of business. In the mean- 
time their whole market is in Buffalo. The Pellatt Company dis- 
poses of its power in Toronto, and that is what is expected of all 
companies, to a limited extent. It is charged against natural gas 
companies that they are in the business largely for supplying the 
United States market, and they also will have to conform to the 
law. The Standard Oil Company has large interests in the pe- 
troleum and Sarnia oil fields, and that gigantic institution will 
have to conform to the provisions of the new act.

MIAMI VALLEY FLOODED. 


Recent Mev Rains and Thaw Put the Rivers on the Rampage 
—People Driven From Home—Freight Tied Up. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, January 21, 1907——Today marked the beginning 
of slight relief in the stage of the flood in the Miami Valley, which 
during the past week reached greater proportions than at any time 
since the memorable flood of 1884. 

There was 5 feet of water in Grand Central Station today and 
Race street formed the north bank of the Ohio. 

Many tradesmen went to Cincinnati today to look after their in- 
terests, as freight was tied up as tight as a drum for several days, 
and a suspension of traffic followed. A freight embargo was 
declared early during the flood by the Baltimore & Ohio Soutt.- 
western Railroad. The order was a sweeping one and no freight 
whatever was accepted for delivery via Cincinnati, regardless of 
destination. The Big Four also refused to accept any freight for 
delivery in the city, while the Pennsylvania declined to take freight 
for delivery to its West End sheds, and was later forced to make 
a more sweeping order. 

Many factories were closed, and thousands of men were thrown 
out of work. Of the 50,000 driven from their homes many were 
machinery and paper tradesmen. A large number of wholesale 
paper houses in Cincinnati’s jobbing district suffered great dam-

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OPEN BIDS FOR PENN. R. R. SUPPLIES. 


The Accession of President McCrea Marks the Beginning of a 
New Era in the Road’s Purchasing Department. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, January 21, 1907.—It is believed that a change 
has taken place in the system of bidding for Pennsylvania Railroad 
supplies since the accession of President McCrea and the published 
story of the monopoly enjoyed for many years by J. H. Sinex. 
It will be remembered that the New York World published and 
supported by affidavits a story that Pennsylvania Railroad paper 
specifications were so drawn that none other than Sinex, whose 
relatives held posts of importance in the buyer’s department, could 
bid. Certain it is that the trade at large secured none of the 
paper contracts and that the president of the paper trade associa- 
tion was very fortunate. 

Announcement was made today by a certain jobber who for 
years had been trying to secure an order, but who finally gave up 
the task when he realized the. conditions, that he now has been 
able to effect a sale of his goods to the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company. He added further that bids had been asked of him 
and others on 2 tons of goods which before the shake up would 
never have come within his range of possibility in bidding. 

The trade has been aroused by the revelations, and it is probable 
that they will have an important bearing on the next election of 
officers of the Philadelphia Paper Trade Association. The asso- 
ciation has been called to meet on Thursday afternoon next, at 
1 o'clock, in the rooms of the Trades League in The Bourse. 
Whether the Pennsylvania Railroad matter will come up is not 
known, but it is not likely to be considered in view of the present 
organization. However, W. C. Ridgway, national secretary of the 
paper trade associations of the country, will be present, and busi- 
ness of importance will be transacted. E. R. G.

The Marseilles Crescent Paper Company, of Marseilles, Ill., has 
started work on the foundations for a large new warehouse. 


The Boosters Club, of Dayton, Ohio, was formed last week to 
“boost” that city. R. W. Burns, of the Friend Paper and Tablet 
Company, made an address at the first meeting. 


The fibre mill at Leroy, Minn., has been purchased by a com- 
pany composed of St. Paul capitalists and incorporated as the 
Leroy Fibre Company, of St. Paul. The mill management will 
remain unchanged. 


The Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company, of Dexter, N. Y., 
has completed a new wood grinding plant at Dexter, which, as far 
as construction and equipment goes, is probably the best though not 
the largest in the Black River Valley. Allen Ramsey, for the past 
few years millwright at the Frontenac paper mills, will be the 
superintendent of the new pulp mill. 

The Valley Paper Company elected the following officers at the 
annual meeting held Saturday of last week: President, George F. 
Fowler; trersurer, C. B. Prescott; clerk and assistant treasurer, 
T. Henry Spencer; directors, George F. Fowler, Charles B. Pres- 
cott, Aaron Bagg, Jr., Timothy Fowler, E. P. Bagg, H. E. Gaylord 
and L. M. Gaylord. T. H. Fowler, Aaron Bagg, Jr., and H. E. 
Gaylord were elected auditors. 


The Wabash Coating Mills, at Wabash, Ind., has shut 
down this week on account of the unprecedented rise of the 
Wabash River. The cement floored cellar is covered witi. from 5 
to 6 feet of water, and the raw material and finished product stored 
therein is seriously damaged. The delay will be brief and the man- 
agement expects to resume running so soon as the water sub- 
sides and the necessary cleaning up can be made. 


The Vincennes Paper Company, of Vincennes, Ind., has secured 
an option on the property on which stands the historic old man- 
sion used by William Henry Harrison when he was Governor of 
the Northwestern Territory. It was built in 1804 and is one of the 
famous spots in the nation’s history. It is of brick and still in 
an excellent state of preservation. Albert M. Shepard, who is 
the controlling interest in the paper company, has announced 
that unless the city or State evince an intention to purchase im- 
mediately, he will proceed to have the house destroyed in order 
to make room for storing baled straw. 





Hollingsworth & Whitney Raise Wages. 


WatervILte, Me., January 22, 1907.—The 700 employees of the 
Hollingsworth & Whitney pulp and paper mills at Winslow have 
been given a voluntary increase of 5 per cent. in wages.

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STATISTICS OF IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


The Growth of Our Paper Exports Since 1875 Has Been Phe- 
nomenal—The Gradual Expansion Shown by the Figures— 
Our Imports of Paper Increasing Steadily. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., January 22, 1907.—A review of the trade of 
the United States for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1906, shows 
that our foreign commerce has maintained that growth which has 
been characteristic of its recent years. Both exports and imports 
were larger than for any preceding year. Of the general exports, 
aggregating $1,743,864,500, those of domestic production were valued 
at $1,717,953,382, the remainder being foreign merchandise exported. 

The growth of our exports of paper and its manufactures since 
1875 has been almost phenomenal; in that year the value was 
$740,258; by 1880 there was an increase to $1,183,140, decreasing 
again in 1885 to $972,493, but from that date on there has been 
almost an uninterrupted increase. In 1890 the value jumped*to 
$1,226,686, in 1895 to $2,185,257, and by 1900 it again jumped to 
$6,215,833, followed by a further rise in 1902 to $7,312,030, falling 
slightly in 1903 to $7,180,014, only to increase in 1904 to $7,543,728, 
in 1905 to $8,238,088, and in 1906 to the top figures in its history, 
$0,536,065. 

Our exports during the past three years to our prosperous non- 
contiguous countries have been very satisfactory in so far as they 
relate to paper. In 1904 the value of these exports to Porto Rico 
were $115,296, in 1905 $170,158, and in 1906 $171,812. To Hawaii 
there has been an increase from $168,988 in 1904 to $175,855 in 
1905, and to $176,705 in 1906. While to the Philippines the returns 
show that while there was an increase from $94,646 in 1904 to 
$143,771 in 1905, yet this was followed by a decrease in 1906 to 
$130,184. 

The total value of the exports of paper and manufactures of 
paper does not appear on our records until 1826, but from that 
time on the values were as follows:

From the above it will be seen that the 100,000 mark was not 
reached until 1845, and then only for two years; not until 1851 
did it reach and stay above that. The million mark was not reached 
until 1878, but from that time on, with the exception of the two 
years of 1884 and 188s, it has never fallen below that figure. 

During the past year our exports, in so far as grand divisions 
were concerned, were shipped to the following: Europe, $3,146,000; 
North America, $3,594,683; South America, $836,301; Asia, $806, 
129; Oceania, $1,037,347, and Africa, $115,596. The country ship- 
ments are not yet available. 

Imports of paper, while they show a steady increase in value, 
are not near the top of our import list, as they stand thirty-second 
in magnitude, the value of last year being .57 per cent. of the total. 
During the past six years these import values have been as follows:

There has been an irregular advance in the imports of crude 
paper stock, which stands forty-fourth on the list and whose value 
last year amounted to 35 per cent. of the total. In 1900 that value 
was $3,261,778, in 1901 2,183,686, 1902 
showed an increase to $2,770,255, and 1903 to $3,015,084, followed 
by a decrease in 1904 to $2,900,713, while 1905 shows an increase to 
$3,796,595, and a still further increase last year to $4,374,464. Dur- 
ing 1905 the value of crude paper stock entered for consumption 
and free of duty was $3,798,560.13, and in 1906 it was $4,372,673.92. 

Taking up the list of dutiable articles imported we find paper 
and its manufactures are twenty-second, with a value of $7,024,- 
198.28. The duty collected was $1,887,953.57, or 26.88 per cent. ad 
valorem. In 1905 the value was $5,537,361.31, and the duty collected 
$1,547,210.05, or an average ad valorem rate of 27.94 per cent. 

Of paper stock, free of duty, there was a division into “rags, 
other than woolen,” and “all other’; of the former there was 
in 1902 an import value of $1,252,205; 1903, $1,640,927; 1904, 
$1,511,835; 1905, $2,184,863, and in 1906, $2,118,762. Of “All Other” 
in 1902, $1,518,050; 1903, $1,374,157; 1904, $1,388,878; 1905, $1,611,- 
732, and in 1906, $2,255,702. 

Among the dutiable imports for further use in manufacturing 
we find the item of wood pulp, of which there has been a steady 
increase in value from $2,059,092 in 1902 to $3,387,770 in 1903, still 
further to $3,602,668 in 1904, jumping in 1905 to $4,500,955, and in 
1906 to $4,584,942. 

Of the imports of manufactures ready for-consumption we find 
that in 1902 the value of lithographic labels and prints was $1,052,- 
966; in 1903, $1,249,733; in 1904, $1,451,491; in 1905, $1,506,723, 
and in 1906, $2,205,921. Those of all other paper and manufac- 
tures show a steady increase in value, 1902 showing $3,170,150; 
1903 had an increase to $3,483,303; 1904 to $3,867,505; 1905 to 
$4,116,915 and 1906 to $4,792,840, a larger ‘increase than for any 
of the previous years. 

The value of our exports of wood pulp is decreasing and fluctu- 
ates materially. In 1902 the value was reported at $740,103; in

BUILDERS OF PAPER MACHINERY 
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MORITZ BEHREND HONORED. 


The Distinguished German Paper Man Celebrates His Seventieth 
Birthday and Receives Many Marks of Esteem—He Has 
Been a Leading Factor in the Industry in Germany. 


Kommerzienrath Moritz Behrend celebrated his seventieth birth- 
day on the 18th of November, 1906, at his residence at Berlin, 
Charlottenburg. Born in 1836, as the son of the proprietor of the 
K6sliner paper mill, after finishing his scientific studies he started 
to learn his trade in the Bautzener paper mills, and later accepted 
the directorship of his father’s mill. Being of a progressive nature 
he was the first to produce genuine, i. e., sulphuric acid, parchment 
in large quantities. With the advent of the ground wood pulp 
industry he started a pulp grinder and was foremost in producing 
wood paper. 


Count Bismarck, having acquired the estate of Varzin by royal 
grant, learning that paper was made from wood in the mill at 
K6slin, invited Behrend to meet him in Varzin, and made him an 
offer of water power, a supply of wood and his own partnership 
for the purpose of establishing a paper mill at Varzin. Behrend, 
however, preferred a lease of the requisite privileges of water 
power and wood land, and the Count most liberally granted power, 
wood land and money, with the understanding that Behrend 
would supply the other real things required. Behrend, who, on the 
first call, had supplied himself with charts and surveying instru- 
ments, studied the proposed site for the plan, estimated the water 
power and other required facilities, and owing to his judicious and 
circumspective foresight, besides proving other great attainments, 
possibly also on the ground of declining a partnership, acquired at 
once the full confidence of the great Chancellor. He set out at 
once to build the wood pulp, grinding and board mill, Fuchsmuehle, 
and began to make wood pulp board in 1869. 

“Hofmann’s Hand Book of the Paper Industry” contains a de- 
scription on page 1352 of Behrend’s accidental invention of steamed 
brown ground pulp, stating also that in consequence thereof he 
built the paper mill, Hammermuehle (Hammermill), in 1872, 
utilizing 350 horse power from the water of the Wipper in the 
estate of Varzin. Success in this enterprise encouraged him a 
few years later to start a third enterprise, the Campmuehle, having 
350 horse power. 

When at the end of the seventies the qualities of sulphite were 
appreciated Behrend recognized its great future, but regretted that 
successful operations in that line were hampered by a patent issued 
to Alexander Mitscherlich. 

Behrend demanded the cancellation of the patent on the ground 
that the claims covered no special new process, but simply the 
production of “sulphite.” After pleading personally in the Imperial 
Court his reasoning brought forth the reduction of said patent in 
accord with his demands, consequently the progress of this impor- 
tant industry could thenceforth proceed without unjustifiable re- 
straint. Without this valuable decision the enormous results reaped 
by our sulphite and paper industry during the last twenty years 
would have been considerably curtailed. 

Behrend proceeded at once to enter the open field of competi- 
tion, and established a sulphite mill, the Hammermuehle, which has 
been constantly increased and perfected. In 1890 he merged his 
three mills in Varzin into a stock company under the firm name 
of Varziner Papier Fabrik, and accepted their directorship until 
1895. Since then he occupies the position of president of the 
council of supervisor’. This stock company figures among the most 
prosperous of the branch. ‘ 

Besides his described activity Behrend found time to reorganize 
the paper and sulphite mill Kostheim, and this mill also ranks with 
the best paying establishments in its line. Mr. Behrend, during a 
pleasure trip to Ameriea, concluded to build another paper mill in 


the United States, and did so, in company with his sons and severa 
friends, by founding the Hammermill in Erie, Pa., in 1898. 

Regarding economical and technical questions,, especially those 
to be decided by Bismarck in his high station as Chancellor of th: 
German Empire and as Prussian Minister of Commerce, he fr. 
quently solicited Behrend’s written or verbal expressions of opi 
ion or advice. Owing to this intercourse with Bismarck Behre: 
availed himself of many opportunities to promote the interests 0: 
the paper industry. 

When in 1882 Carl Hofmann proposed to create the first inst 
tution for the testing of paper Behrend reported the first unsuc 
cessful attempt to the Chancellor, who at once conceived the im 
portance of Hofmann’s plans, and instructed Behrend to request 
the former to write an application to the Chancellor. This latte: 
printed on pages 1748 and 1749 in Hofmann’s handbook, has r 
sulted in the establishment of the world renowned institute by th 
Prussian Government in Charlottenburg, lately in Gross Lichter 
felde, near Berlin. It is generally conceded that owing to this in 
stitute and its prescribed measures the superiority of our present 
product has resulted. 

Also, after Bismarck’s release from power Behrend continued 
his usefulness in many similar ways. To his well planned efforts 
and intelligent observations regarding the interests of the paper 
trade, especially in the session of 1905, we are indebted to him 
for the prevention of an ordinance under which the building and 
operating of drying cylinders and the consequent running of paper 
machines could barely succeed. The Society of German Paper 
Makers have tendered their expressions of gratitude in the form 
of a beautifully enlarged written document. 

It could not be otherwise than that such a merited and honored 
man on his birthday should receive numerous testimonials of honor 
and friendship. The directorate of the Varzin Mills presented a 
unique silver table service; the Society of German Sulphite Makers 
presented a statue of remarkable beauty, representing the glorifica 
tion of labor. On the pedestal is the following dedication: 

“Dedicated to their honorable member of many years’ standing, 
the highly meritorious promoter of the German sulphite and paper 
industry, Councillor of Commerce Moritz Behrend, at Berlin, on 
his seventieth birthday, with sincere gratitude—The Society of 
German Sulphite Makers.”

1903 it had fallen to $445,228, increasing again in 1904 to $593,474. 
only to fall in 1905 to $473,585, followed by another rise to $587,878 
in 1906, so that at no time has it been as high as in 1902. 

Our exports included paper hangings, of which, in 1902, we 
exported $301,339; in 1903 there was a decrease to $256,243 and 
in 1904 to $243,417, increasing again in 1905 to $304,338, and still 
further in 1906 to $311,318. 

Playing cards were not listed separately until 1904, when their 
value was $210,518; by 1905 it had increased to $225,032, and again 
in 1906 to $257,807. 

The value of our exports of printing paper in 1902 was $2,920,- 
616; there was a decrease in 1903 to $2,613,117, and still further 
to $2,572,447 in 1904, followed by a rise in 1905 to $3,059,444, and 
still further in 1906 to $3,666,708. 

There has been very little advance made in our exportations 
of writing paper and envelopes, which in 1902 were valued at 
$744,029; in 1903 they increased to $901,700, only to fall again in 
1904 to $887,181; this was followed by a rise in 1905 to $975,099, 
and by another slight increase in 1906 to $975,579. 

Under the heading of “All Other Paper and Manufactures” 
there has been a steady increase in export values. In 1902 that 


value was reported at $3,346,046; in 1903 it was $3,408,954 and in 
1904 $3,630,165; in 1905 it had increased to $3,674,175 and in 1906 
to $4,324,473.

Flooding the Adirondacks. 


The Forestry, Water Storage and Manufacturing Association has 
issued the following answer to the objections that have been made 
to its plan for flooding land in the Adirondacks: 

“If the plans for the water storage in the Adirondacks are car- 
ried out, not more than about 1 per cent. of the State land will 
have to be flooded. The public holdings amount to 1,520,000 acres; 
if all the reservoir proposed by the former water storage commis- 
sion are built only 17,000 acres of this area will be necessary for 
reservoir purposes. 

“Opponents of water storage have made erroneous statements 
calculated to giverthe public a false idea about the effect of reser- 
voirs on the Adirondack Mountain region. It should be known, 
as it is a fact, that no damage will be done to the Adirondacks as 
a health or pleasure resort. The land which it is proposed to flood 
is so insignificant a part of the whole forest preserve that the latter 
will not suffer. 

“There is a real pubtic need for water storage, aside from the 
remarkable increase it will bring about in the commercial and man- 


ufacturing wealth of the State. Many municipalities have sub 
mitted petitions to the State Water Supply Commission asking 
that means be taken to prevent the repetition of floods which have 
brought destruction to life and property. 

“Albany, Troy, Rensselaer, Binghamton, Northampton, Black 
Brook, Greenwich, Mechanicsville are among the cities and towns 
that have entered petitions. Riparian owners along the Hudson, 
the Genesee, the Mohawk, the Saranac, the Sacandaga, the Bat- 
tenkill, the Raquette and other streams have also asked that meas- 
ures be taken to protect them from floods.” 

Governor Hughes’ advocacy of river regulation in his message 
to the Legislature leads those in favor of water storage to hope 
that an “adequate scheme of just regulation for the public benefit” 
to use the Governor’s words—may soon be put into effect. 


Finances of Church Publishing Houses.

Dayton, Ohio, January 21, 1907.—Representatives of the United 
Brethren Publishing Company, located here, have announced the 
abandonment of the complete union of the tri-church council. 

The following figures show the amount of money invested and 
the business done by each of the three denominations in the pub- 
lishing business: Assets—Methodist Protestant, $435,604; United 
Brethren, $755,871; Congregationalist, $206,911; total, $1,398,476. 
Indebtedness—Methodist Protestant, $32,625; United Brethren, 
$322,568; Congregationalist, $50,636; total, $405,820. 

This leaves a net value of plant and stock to the credit of the 
three publishing houses of $992,647. The profits upon the business 
of the three publishing houses last year were: United Brethren, 
$36,212; Methodist Protestant, $5,000; Congregationalist, $10,157; 
total, $51,360. 

The United Brethren also conduct the largest book and _ sta- 
tionery store in Ohio in this city.

New Folding and Cutting Attachment.

Futon, N. Y., January 22, 1907.—A very ingenious device has 
been patented by a well known paper maker of this city. The 
patentee is John Brennen, an employee of the Eureka Paper Com- 
pany.

By his arrangement the paper is taken from a 
group of rolls passing to a rotary knife, which cuts twenty-four 
sheets at a time. The paper is then caught up by the folding 
apparatus, passed through rolls, properly creasing it and folding 
it into quires. These are kicked out to an attendant in proper 
form to be packed into bundles and made ready for shipment.

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A LEATHER MAN TURNS PAPER MAN, 


The Recital of His Woes in the New Role Continued by “Old 
Dan”’—**Matching a Sample’’—The New York Dealers 
Have Fun With the Leather Man—His Many Troubles. 


“We ran the mill days during this week, for I think the super 
was afraid to run it nights on account of the help he had; every- 
thing seemed to go pretty fair as far as the running went, but the 
super had not yet succeeded in matching the sample for color. 
He had a thousand different shades, but not the one he wanted, 
and the leather man had now in his face expressions that had 
never been there before. Finally, when he got a sheet of paper 
that was fairly near the sample for color and looks he hiked off 
to his customer and showed it to him, and when he came back 
there was blood in his eye. He told the super that they said he 
was green to have the nerve to present the paper he did as a match 
for their sample. It was dirty, wild, poor surface, sides nothing 
alike, besides being weak sized, and then they put it on a strength 
tester, and our paper tested 22 points, while the sample they gavé 
tested 38 points. He told the super that things would stop right 
where they were unless he could do something right away to 
match that sample. He had a reputation for making leather, and 
he was not going to lose it in making paper. The poor super was 
mum; the kicks were too justifiable to object to, and the evi- 
dence was indisputable; so he simply swallowed his feelings and 
decided to change things without consulting the leather man. 

“He did not have much to choose from, but he put the best fibre 
he had into the beaters and used a little better judgment in beat- 
ing the stock, and we got a pretty fair looking sheet when we took 
it over the machine. When the leather man saw it he brightened 
up a little. Although the paper was not yet running clean, it was 
a good lot cleaner than it had been and he succeeded in selling it, 
which pleased him very much. After this the fun started. A 
crowd of paper men in New York got onto the fact that a leather 
maker was running a paper mill, and they worked him the limit. 
Say, they gave him orders like 24x38—26 59° and 38x24—500, with 
a thousand and one stipulations as to surface, looks, feel, finish, 
color and snap and softness, and so on. You know they knew 
he did not have the machinery to make such orders, but he did 
not know it, and his super had to talk a whole week before he 
could convince him of it. 

“All the raw material he bought to manufacture his paper from 
had something wrong with it. He tried to get everything at bar- 
gain prices, and his New York friends helped him along as well 
as they could, and so he bought clay, lime, rags, rosin and a lot 
of wood fibre that had been rejected by other mills. We ran 
that machine for two weeks, days only, and meanwhile the leather 
man had been ‘visiting the trade’ and hearing wonderful stories 
of what other mills were doing. He heard of a 48 inch machine 
that was making 12,000 pounds of paper every twenty-four hours, 
and he wanted to know why his machine could not get more than 
5,000. And they showed him paper that was cleaner and better 
than his, and, besides, much cheaper. He would come back from 
these trips chuck full of knowledge, and the poor super would 
get the benefit, and that is why he decided to start the mill run- 
ning day and night, and that also is the time the fun started. 
The old machine was tied up with rope pretty well after running 
two weeks, and still things kept giving out and rope was get- 
ting scarce 

“It so happened that I was on the first day tour and my mate 
was on the first night*tour, much to his regret. I think the super 
took himself into consideration in this arrangement. He wanted 
to see things go while the leather man was around, and he knew 
that I was a better man on that machine than was my mate. For 
a second hand I had a boy who was anxious to learn the paper 
business; he had been working on a farm before coming into the 


mill, and many a time I wished he had stayed on the farm. My 
mate’s second hand was a big strapping feller who had been car- 
rying the hod and had the misfortune to secure a job in the mill, 
and he was as graceful around that machine as an elephant is in 
a parlor. We had knocked all we could into these two for two 
weeks, and succeeded in making them tear a tail end and put the 
paper through the calenders at a speed of 40 feet per minute. 

“Great efforts had been made to secure good help, but the 
wages offered were not high, and good help would not stay even 
if they were; so it was a case of do the best we could and let it 
go at that. I started up Monday morning on a fair weight sheet 
and did not have much trouble until I got the paper to the calender 
roll and discovered that they were sweating; that is, they had got 
cold standing over Sunday. I guess I swore more during the next 
half hour than I ever will again in trying to get the paper through. 
My farmer boy missed it, and the next we knew the calenders were 
plugged tight. We couldn't strike out the clutch and the belt slid 
off the driving pulley. The super took off his coat and gave me 
a hand, as he wanted to have everything going nicely before the 
leather man arrived. We got a large iron bar and placed it be- 
tween the journals of the two middle rolls of the stack, and the 
three of us started to jounce it up and down. Then there was 
a ‘snap’ and our calender frame cracked in two. Just then the 
leather man showed up.”

Heirs of S. R. Woodruff Win Their Tax Suit. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Sr, CaTHerINEs, Ont., January 22, 1907—The Attorney General 
of Ontario has been defeated in his action against the estate of the 
late Samuel R. Woodruff, the well known paper manufacturer of 
this city, whose Lincoln Mills property, now operated by his sons, 
is known the length and breadth of Canada. This suit was brought 
to recover the succession duties on the estate which go to the 
Crown. Chief Justice Falconbridge heard arguments of the learned 
counsel. He decided that the homestead, valued at $20,000, comes 
within the meaning of the succession duties act, but that the col- 
lateral, consisting of bonds, mortgages and stocks, held by the 
United States Trust Company, of New York city, were clearly with- 
out the meaning of the law. The ante-mortem transfer of these 
securities to the various members of the family long before his 
demise were valid. The Chief Justice held that the act did not 
cover foreign securities held in a foreign country. All the costs 
of this litigation will have to be borne by the Crown. W. E. T. 


The New England Newspaper Union Burned Out. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Boston, Mass., January 22, 1907.—Saturday evening last the 
five story brick building, corner of Pearl and Purchase streets, 
was considerably damaged by fire and water. On the top floor 
was located Myrton O. Hill, manufacturer of paper boxes, who 
suffered loss from smoke and water. The third and fourth floors 
were occupied by the New England Newspaper Union, which 
concern publishes some 150 suburban weekly papers, but as the 
issue for the week had been printed and delivered, the loss of 
stock was not as heavy as it might have been, although the print- 
ing plant fixtures were somewhat damaged. The total loss is esti- 
mated to be $50,000 to building and the occupants. The news- 
paper publishers made quick arrangements for the resuming of 
business, so that the issuing of the numerous papers the present 
week will be but little interrupted because of the fire.

Affairs of Imperial Paper Mills in Court. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

NraGarA Farts, Ontario, January 21, 1907.—The troubles of 
the Imperial Paper Mills, Limited, of Sturgeon Falls, seem to b« 
multiplying for the time being. There are several actions in the 
courts at present. Last week actions were on before Justice Fal 
conbridge under the title of Diehl against Carritt. It is said that 
in other actions there are other legal firms appearing to the num 
ber of twenty. 

In the above action, there two motions. One 
was to authorize the receiver of the Imperial Paper Mills, Lim 
ited, to borrow, and the other was to continue the appointment of 
a manager. All the parties agreed to the terms of the order but 
the individual lien holders, who would not assent to it. The 
justice was therefore asked to sanction and confirm the proposed 
order. The court thereupon, after review of the proceedings, en- 
tered an order appointing George Edwards joint receiver and 
manager with John Craig, and them as such until 
further order. They, however, are not to act without leave of 
the court after June 1, 1907. The order further provides that 
security be given by the joint receivers, and that they shall con 
tinue the business of the Imperial Paper Mills, Limited, and be 
at full liberty to transact all affairs of the said company, and do- 
ing all the necessary acts. They are authorized as receivers to 
borrow to the extent of $40,000, as already provided in the order 
given, and to discount paper, reserving leave to any 
party to apply to the court at any time on notice. 

As a final provision of the order all the taxed costs of all par- 
ties to these motions are to be paid by the joint receivers out of 
the first moneys that come to their hands. This was the most 
peculiar part of the order. It certainly relieved the various cred- 
itors from much expense in the litigations over their claims. 
Following this action and the disposal of these motions, another 
action came up before Justice Falconbridge involving the Imperial. 
This was entitled Craig against Kinch, and involved a motion 
for an injunction which is to continue for two weeks longer. The 
plaintiff, who is the receiver of the Imperial Paper Mills, Lim 
ited, undertakes not to use logs seized by the bank unless on pay- 
ment in cash of $6 a cord for spruce and balsam, and $5 for jack 
pine. W. E
